The ceremony, before a crowd of 
about 20,000, was one of the most 
important in the life of the church. 

For many in the select group 
Saturday, it marked the culmina- 
tion of decades of service to the 
church and its 800 million mem- 
bers. For others, elevation will 
mean even greater influence over 
the affairs of the church and of 
their own countries. 

The ceremony is known as ἃ con- 
sistory. It was in two parts, the 
public ceremony in St. Peter's 
Square and the secret consistory, a 
closed ceremony that dates back to 
the 12th century. The word consis- 
tory dates to the Roman Empire 
and refers to consultations with top 
officials.
